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ARVEL OF fHE. RADIO 


Those whose lawful business kept 
the abroad late enough last Monday 
or early enotigh last Tucsday morn- 
ing must have been impressed by the” 
hundreds: of lighted windows which 
told of loyal subjects setting up to 
hear the voice of their King. Most of 
them had never heard his voice be- 
fore. Certainly none of them had 
never heard him 5,000 miles from the 
historic chamber in which he -spoke. 
Men‘and women who would, not have 
dragged themselves from bed as ear- 
ly as seven at normal times (who be- 
long to the class of that character of 
W. J. Locke’s who exclamed, ‘‘God, 
is there such an hour,’’) sprang up 
in eager anticipation before four. 
And: all because the King was to make 
a six minute speech. Parties were 
otganzed ‘at which the guests gath- 
ered for the express purpose of hear- 
ing that-short momentous address. 
Some of tem sat up all night. Others 
did not begin until shortly before the 
appointed, hour. If the King had 

‘| walked into their midst it would not 
have been a more thrilling moment 


for these thousands of subject who’ 


kept their vigil from iit Breton ‘to 
Alberni. 

What the King said in that short 
but famous speech’is now history and 
its import has been discussed in edit- 
orial columns in every language. The 
marvel of the radio by which the King 
spoke ‘to millions of his subjects the 
Empire over. as though they were ga- 
thered under one roof has also heen 
the theme of astonished commenta- 

tors and philosophers. 

‘| So far as Canada is concerned the 
miracle was miade possible by one 
great transcontinental hook-wp—one 
one of the advantages we ‘were prom- 
ised would be possible at some distant 
date on condition that we would con- 
sent to hand over our entire radio-~ 
broadcasting system to some Govern- 
ment department to administer. But 
lo! without waiting for the Govern- 
ment to “lend its patronage to ‘the 
scheme the thing is done; the miracle 
‘whose secret it was said the Govern- 
ment held has been accomplished by 
private enterprise in co-operation. 
And the is only the beginning. What

Although most of the citizens of 
Lacombe and. Disttict have seen the 
flowers, hedges and gardens at the 
Experimental Station, probably very 
few realize that in the last few years 
the Lacombe Nurseries have built up 
a real beauty spot just on the West 
corner of Lacombe. A visit to this 
Nursery will sunprise any of our 
‘people and will prove most interest- 
ing. .. Mr, MacDonald 8r., and John 
have travelled, east, west, north and 
south over the Provinces and have laid 
out parks, school grounds and the 


-grounds of private homes in almost 


every: town in the province. Their 
business haa also done much to adver- 
tise Lacombe, 

Another citizen of whom Lacombe 
is proud, is the Hon. Irene Parlby,’ 
who was prevented from being pres- 
ent on account of illness. She is now 
a ‘‘person’’, a possible senator, and 
a worthy representative of British 
and Canadian womanhood. 

The Hon. George Hoadley was then 
introduced, who gave high tribute of 
praise to Miss Bidith Sims for her 
beautiful solo selections, compliment- 
ed the ladies on the sumptuous ban- 
quet, and said he had enjoyed listen- 
ing to the remarks concerning 
very excellent work done by_ prize 
winners of the district. 

From the standpoint of Agriculture 
said Mr. Hoadley, the Lacombe dis- 
trict is considered to»be the banner 
district of Alberta. The pivotal in- 
dustry in farming is livestock, While 
the present day inclination was to 
boost the getting together of large 
tracts of land-and putting them un- 
der one. management, he felt that this 
scheme would strike a deadly blow at 
Canada and urged that the best con- 
homes on the land where each man 
may rear his family, grow enough 
for his own sustenance as ‘well as 
some t) dispose of to other people. He 
pointed out the inspiration and grand- 
eur of private ownership as compared 
to the scheme of ‘‘landlordism,’’ and 
mentioned in connection with this the 
high value which is placed on their 
land by the Europeans who have set- 
tled.in Canada. The farm is the best 
place to raise boys, because whereas 
the farm boy can go into the City and 
do anything the city boy can, the 
City boy cannot go on to the farm 
and ‘perform the same work that is 
done by the farm boy. 

Speaking on the question of Fairs, 
the Minister felt that a readjustment 
of the whole question is mow due. 
Centralized fairs are now needed. In 
districts where the small fairs had 
ceased to function, a large central fair 
should be established which would be 
fed by these smaller places, Pivotal 
points for central fair should be se- 
lected throughout the Province and 
available money used for their sup- 
port, There is a reversal of conditions 
today; the school fairs are growing 
and the father is learning through his 
som. 

If you have not health, said Mr. 
Hoadley, you have nothing. Health 
means happiness. Of what use are 
the educational facilities if your child 
is not in a state of health to receive 
full benefit from them. 

The géneral scheme of Municipal 
Hospitals was then outlined. Hos- 
pitalization in Albera is a great pro- 
blem, because while to provide quality 
is necessary, it is also necessary to 
provide it at a cost that the people 
ean afford, and some scheme should 
be invented whereby people can have 
proper care in sickness and pay for 
it, thus retaining their self respect. 
He felt that the Lacombe District was 
in a much better position to maintain 
and support a ‘Municipal 
than some of the districts in which 
these ‘hospitale are already located. 

A description of the special hospital 
built for care of little children was 
given. ‘This was equipped for the 60 
children at a cost of $25,000.00, and 
has been full ever since its building. 
Besides receiving medical care, the 
children are teught handicraft at a to- 
tal coat of $1.75 per day. 

The matter of sanitation was the 
nexit theme, with some interesting side 
lights on the Ukrain‘ans.
